Mr. Arena. Mr. Zick, you are appearing today In reeponse 
to a subpoena which was served upon you by this oomnitted? 

Mr. Zick, Yes, sir. 

Mr, Arena. You do not have counsel? 

Mr, Zick, No, 

Mr. Arens. You understand you have the privilege ol counsel 
if you should like to have counsel with you, do you not? 
Mr. Zick. Yes. 

The Chairman. Tell we, where is this city that you come 

fro«? 

Mr. Zick. It is a small town by Ponpton Lakes* New Jersey. 
Did you ever hear of that? 

The Chairman. Yes. I live at Saston. 

Mr. Zick. Yes, it is in north Jersey. 

Mr. Arens. Mr. Zick, I should like to cone right to the 
point with you. Have you ever been a member of the Communist 
Party? 

Mr. Zick. Yes, I have. 

Mr. Arens, Would you kindly tell us — 

Mr. Zick, May I ask a question? 

Mr, Arens, Yes, sir. 

Mr, Zick, Naturally I am curious on this. You asked me 



about oounusol. 

Mr. Arons, YoSj sir, 

Mr. Ziok, I have oome here to be perfectly frank with what 
I have to say. What does this aean If I coae here perfectly 
frank? 

Mr. Arens. It means ne are very happy, Mr. Zlck, If you 
will tell us everything you know as we proceed here. We are not 
out In any sense to try to hurt you, we are trying to get Infor- 
mation. Mr. Collins, the investigator who has been working on 
this particular project, reported to the Committee sometime ago 
that he understood you had been In the Communist Party and were 
reluctant to talk to him, I think he had a telephone conversa- 
tion with you, or someone had, and told us that If you were brought 
here with a subpoena we probably could get Information. That Is 
why you are hsre, 

Mr. Zlck. A question, please? 

Mr. Arens. The question Is, have you ever been a member of 
the Communist Party? 

Mr. Zlck. I am sorry, I have a question. 

Mr. Arens. That was the Information which Collins reported 
to us. 

Mr, Zlck. Which Is not right. 

Mr. Arsns. Will you kindly tell us first of all, Mr. Zlck — 
Mr, Sohersr. Walt a minute. 
What is not right? 
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nr. Arm. Collins bad not pMroonally talkod to hlu, and 
Collins had roportod to ua ho oould not talk. 
Mr. liok. I vould not talk? 
Mr. Arons. Would you kindly toll us — 
Mr. Eiok. That is not so. 
Tho Chainan. Ut ua go on. 

Mr. Arons. Would you kindly toll us, Mr. Ztck, whore and 
whon you Joined the Coasunlst Party? 

Mr. Ziok. Yes, sir. Well, I was fros a broken hose and I 
lived in the town of Hillside, Nes Jersey. I had cose quite 
friendly with a oouple in this town who I liked very such and I 
grew up with these people. I spent sore tine In their hone than 
I spent at «y own hose. I went to work for years for these 
people because they had had a drug store. 1 ran errands, 1 
worked behind the counter, et cetera, et cetera. I had a lot of 
respect for these people. They spoke to so about things and 
about this and about that and so forth. I grew up and it was 
just natural when I got old enough, why I went with then, see. 

I Joined the Party in 1947 and 1 was very active. I by then 
saw what was going on and I had to sake up ny own mind on this, 
and it was quite a tise I had in saklng up my alnd because when 
I saw what it was all about I said, "It is not for me." The 
people fros Hillside were nice and quiet people and very kind and 
everything, and I said, "I don't know, it does not Just fit." In 
spite of my obligations and the feeling of loyalty and friendship 
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to these people I made up ny mind that this was not for me and 
I got out, 

Mr, Arene. Could I ask you «hen, please, sir? 
Mr, Zlck, In 1950. I said, "This is it." They come around 
and said, "thy, why?" I said, "I don't know, it isn't for me." 

Now I have npt seen these people in that time. They have 
seen friends of mine and have said, Bernie, come over and see 
us, all is forgiven and so forth," but I .lust made a clean break 
and I wanted no part of these people, 

Mr. Soberer: You mean these people who befriended you, you 
did not see since you got out? 

Mr. Zlck: No. 

Mr. Doyle. When did you enter? 
Mr. Zick. 1947. 

Mr, Soberer. How old were you at that time? 
Mr, Zick. 1 am now thirty-five, and I would be twenty-four 
at that time. 

Mr. Arena. Would you kindly Just tell us the details of 
your career in the Party, the highlights of it, whose cell you 
Joined, who solicited you, who were the leaders of the cell, and 
the like? Just proceed at your own pace here, Mr. Zlck, 

Mr. Zlck. Well, I have given all this testimony to FBI 
agents and I actually cannot remember the names, who so and 
what what. I can remember some names at the spur of the movent. 

Mr. Areos. Would you tell us the principal names that do 
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ooae to your aind? 

Mr. Ziok. W«ll, thw m» • Mobcrt iHoloioii, I kuom. 
Nr. Bohmrmv* What did hm do? 

Mr. Zick» Ho HBM a nonbor of our ooll at that tl««« 

Mr* Sohoror. What vms hia ocoupatloa? What did ho do for 

a living? 

Mr. Ziok. Re vas a welder over at General Xleotrio, 

Mr, Arena. All right, sir, Juat prooeed at your own paoe* 
You appear to be a little tense and nervous and we do not want 
you to be because you are avong friends. We are not trying to 
in any sense go after you as suoh. We Just want the information. 

Mr. Zick. X understand. X have a speech problea, see, and 
vbenever I an roused up — 

Mr. Arena. We appreciate that. 

Mr. Zlck. If I can start at the beginning. 

Mr. Arens. That is what X wish you tiould do. Just give us 
a chronology of your career In the Barty, 

Mr. Zlck. I joined the Party in Hillside vith these friends 
of mine. Tbeir nanes, by the way, were Jack and Rya Bcjrnstein. 

Mr. Arens. Spell Rya. 

Mr. Zick. R-y-a, 

Mr. Arens. They were in the Party themselves? 
Mr. Zick. Tes, sir. 

Mr. Arens. Did they sort of promote you into the Party? 
Mr. Zick. Well, actually when I felt I was old enough to 
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join I asked them. That is exactly how It vas. 
nr. Arena. I see. 

Mr. Zlck. Rya had talked to «e for years on this thing, 

see. 

Mr. Scherer. On the subject of Conmunisa? 
Mr. Zick. That is correct. 

Mr. Soberer. How long had they been in the Party? 
Mr. Zick. I do not knee, but as long as I can resenber I 
imagine. 

Mr. Soberer., What builness eere they in? 

Mr. Zick. They were both druggists and pharmacists. 

Mr. Soberer. You said vhat wore their names? 

Mr. Zflok. Jack and Rya Bernstein. 

Mr. Doyle. Did they operate a book department in the drug 
store, books and magasines? 

Mr. Zlck. What type of books and magasines? 
Mr. Doyle. Any books. 
Mr. Zick. Yes. 

Mr. Doyle. Did they sell any Communist literature, di»* 
tribute it from their store? 

Mr. Zick. That I could not say. 

Mr. Arena. Could you give us the address of the Bernsteias 
as you go along here nom, of the Bernsteins and the addresses of 
other people? 

Mr. Zick. I shall try. Their business is on Liberty Avenue 
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itt Hlllsid*! vhat BUib«r, I omaaot rtM«b«r« 

Mr* Arms. B«for« «• !•»▼• th« Beroat^iiis, and I do not 
vant to disrupt tho thm9 of your dUsortation hor«, wore thoy 
in tho Party vhm you loft la 1950? 

Mr, Siok, Oh, yoa. 

Mr, Arons. All right, sir, go ahoad and toll us about tho 
noxt psople that you knov and a mrd about tbos and then go to 
ths asxt OBos* 

Mr, Ziok. All right. Aftor I Joined I was told I vould be 
assignsd to a olub. For a short tise X sas in what was known as 
a Professional Club. That vas a olub that Jaok and Rya sere in 
and other people whose nases right now I could not resesber. 
Then X was told X should see — What was- that oolored f ellos*s 
nase that lived in the- project? Iliioo«* i>ean. Re would assign 
■e to the olub. 80 we had forsed the olub then known as the 
G.E. Club, As X said, it was Richard — what did I say his name 
was? Richard Dixon? 

Mr. Collins. Robert. I think you said Robert. 

Kr. Ziok. X know it was Dixon. X cannot renenber whether 
it was Riohard or not. X think it was Richard i>ixon. And syself 
and sany other people. 

Kr. Arens. Could X ask you a few naaes perhaps that would 
rsfresh your reoolleotion? 

Mr. Ziok. All right. 

Kr. ArsQs. Did you know a san by the nane of Lou Malinow, 
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know him ms a Coamunist? 
Mr. Ztok, Y««, I do. 

Mr. Arena. What coll ««■ ho In and ovor what portod of tlae 
did you kttov hin as a oonrade? 

Mr. Zlok. loll, ho m not in tho eoll but m ono of the 
exeoutives of the Party. 

Mr. Arens. Where vas he located? 

Mr. Zick. At the state headquartera. 

Mr, Arens. We have got considerable teatiaony on his so I 
will not try to rehash it with you, 

Did you know Kitty Heck as a comrade? 
Mr. Ziok. Tes. 

Mr. Arens. Could you tell us a word about the segsent of 
the operation in which she was active?, 

Mr. Ziok. She was sonewhat of an educational director if 
I remember right because she would cose up to our club and talk. 
She was around a lot, so I imagine that is what she was. 

Mr. Arens. How late did you know her as a comrade? Up to 
the time you ^nit the Party? 

Mr. Zick, Tes. 

Mr. Arens. Jesse Scotx Campbell. 

Mr, Ziok, I have heard of her but that is all. 

Mr. Arens. Tom Leavy. 

Mr. Zick. That sounds familiar but I did not know hin per* 
sonally. 
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>ir, krmnm. Jo« Alfont. 
Mr, Zlok, Tm, I know Jo«. 

Mr* Ar«n0. ih«t «m th« natur* of your aoqiwintaao* vith 
Jo« Alfon*? 

Mr. Zlok. H« wtm not in our olub I don't think but Z aot 
hl« on vany ocomslonn hero and thero on trlpo that «o took and 
so forth, 

Mr. Arenn. Did you ovor aorvo with hin in a closod Party 

neeting? 

Mr. Ziok. Well, I know he vaa in the Party so I nuat have, 
Mr. Arena, You have no preaent aonentary recollect ion? 
Mr. Ziok, He vaa in the Party, 

Mr, Arena. Did you know Ton Leavy'a vife Dorothy aa a 
co mrade? 

Mr.Zick, If X aav her I tsig^ht knov her, but by thia nana 

I don»t. 

Mr. Arena. Oennia Jamea. 

Mr. Zick, Mo. That ia the radio announcer, ia it not? 
Mr. Arena. Ho. It nay be the aaae naae but it ia not. the 
same person. 

Eddy Taylor. 

Mr, Ziok. That name sounds familiar. 

Mr. Areas. But you do not have a momentary recollection, 
is that right? 

Mr, Ziok, Yea. 
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Mr. Araos. Dr. Leonard Inishnet. 
Mr. Zlok. No. 

Mr. Arena. Evelys (^'oldberg. Middle na«e la Skoloff . 
Mr.Ziok. No* 

Mr. Arena. Mary Adane Taylor. 
Mr. Zlok. I have heard of her. 

Mr. Arena* Do you recall ever aervlng in a Party meeting 
with her? 

Mr. Zick. No. 

Mr. Arena. Manny Cantor. 

Mr. Zlok. No. 

Mr. Arena. John Jforenan. 

Mr. Zlok. John Foreaan; now that naae la very faailiar to 

ne. 

Mr. Arena. Johp iiCarakoa. 

Mr. Zlok. That one la familiar alao but I Juat cannot 
place hin. 

Mr. Arena. Let ae aak you, Mr. Zick — thia ia of oourae 
the firat tine we have aeen each other — ia there any way you 
feel you might be able to refreah your recollection from i>erhapa 
a few daya of meditation or reference to notea you nay have taken 
or anything of that kind? 

Mr. Ziok. I have no notea but X can tell you that the aem* 
bera of the FBI who I have apoken to, they rare quite thorough in 
the Job of Intarrogating ne. 
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Mr* Arena, Frankly, that in how w hnppvn to bo la toooh 
with you. Wo had a ouggootlon alone that lino, and also a oug- 
gootion that you would bo Tory roluotant to talk, 

Mr. liok. Is that right? Froa whoa? 

Mr, Arona. Mr, Ziok, aro thore any othor poraona whoa you 
know aa Coaanniata during your oaroor in tho Party othor than 
tho Bornatoina and thoao poofilo oonooming whoa I hayo Juat 
aakod you about that coao to your nlnd? 

Mr. Ziok« Many, but golly I would have to roaoabor thee. 
Sylvi:^ Cohon. 

loll, I had rooruitod ay good brother, Joha liok. 
Mr. Arona. Ho ia in now, la he not? 

Mr. Zick, I have not spoken to hia about this since I have 
boon out. I have no idea. 

Mr. Arona. All right, sir. Can you think of some others? 

X would like to oone back to the Bernstelns a ainute. Tour 
voioo was a little low at the tiae you were talking about thea. 
I waa not quite certain you lived with thee or they reared you 
or what tho raiationahip aaa there. 

Mr. Zlok. I was quite close to then in childhood, very 
friendly with thoa. 

Mr. Arena. Did you live in the saae place? 
Tho Chairaan. Let ua go into soaething olae. He has gone 
into this fully, 

Mr, Arons, That is all, we have nothing else to ask you 
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about. I milted to find out lioaethlng mlm9 about the Bernstolna. 

Tho Chalrnan. Drug atoro, friendly, neighbora, apent a lot 
of tine there, worked In the atore, waited on the counter, Jerked 
soda, 

Mr. Arena. Were you friendly with thea? 

The Chalrnan. That la what he has already testified. 

Mr. Arena. The reason I vaa inquiring along this line waa 
whether you would be in a poaition to identify them in a public 
session, whether or not there was a family relationship or an 
intlnate relationship which would preclude you froa desiring to 
identify then. 

The Chalrnan. In a public aesalon you can call then and 
say it has been testified to that ao and ao, and tell then what 
It was. So don't bother calling him, 

Mr. Areas. The thing they say then. Who did it? 

Mr. Zlck. Theae people were extreaely active in the Party, 

Mr. Arena. Do you recall any poat they held in the Party? 

Mr. Zlok. No, I do not know of any official poat that they 

held. 

The Chalrnan. You aay they were extreaely active. Did you 
ever attend neetlngs with than? 
Mr. Zlok. Tes, sir. 

The Chalrnan. Did they take an active part in the neetlnga? 
Mr. Zlck. Yea. 

The Chaimaa. And a directional position of conducting neet- 
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ings, pointing th« w»y, Uyiag dm tli« line? 

Mr. Slok. I onn t«ll you that m f nr m ay •xpwimoa !■ 
oono«rn«d thay point ad tho «ay to 

Tho Chalninn. Wore tho nootinga largaly attandad? Boa 
•any paopla attandad? 

nr. Ziek. Thia aaa a club. X auppoaa thara vara about fiva 
paopla thara. 

Tha Chairaan. Whara aaa it hald? 
Mr, Zick, At 8oaaona*a houaa. 

Mr. Arana. Gatting back to tha Barnataina, thair aga, do 
you hava an astiaata on that? 

Mr. Ziok. X aould aay Jack la noa about lilty or ao and 
Rya la about tha aane, I aould think. 

Mr. Arana. Thay appaarad to ba in good haalth the laat tiaa 
you saw them? 

Mr. Ziok. Yaa. 

Mr. Arans. Are thara any othara that you oan think of now 
before we auapand here on your oan interrogation? Iveryone you 
have named ae have already got naaad by a lay aitnaaa except the 
Barnsteina. 

Mr. Ziok. Is that right? 

Mr. Arena. Tea, air. 

Mr. Ziok, Well, eyeryone elae X have known X an aura that 
you have atoriea on because my memory aaa refraahed very ade* 
quataly by the FBX boya. 
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Mr. Arens. We have asked you everybody «e know that has 
been up there. Would you do this: If you think of any naaes 
and circumstances In conneotlnn with those people that we have 
not asked you about , if you vlll drop us a lln«(? We would 
appreciate It. 

lir. Zlok. I will. 

The Chairman. What was the object of the meetings? Why 
were they being held? 

Hr. Zlok. We had all kinds of goals, they wofiid change from 
time to time. There wevB strikes that were taking place. 

The Chairman. Tou are not listening to the most Important 
part of the testimony. This naming names does not mean a thing. 
That Is a thing the Supreme Court has frowned on, that Is the 
thing the majority of the American people have frowned on. 

Now he Is tslllng us what happened, h^w these groups were 
organised for the purpose of participating In strikes. Then we 
get to something that Is material and relevant to the purpose 
of the direction of this committee. 

What did you do when there was a strike? 

Ur. Zlck. Well, we would talk about what line we would take 
at a strike meeting, say what we would say at this meeting to — 
they always told us that It takes a person to stand up on his 
feet and talk and to present the facts, and the people will then 
follow you, see. That Is what they said. 

The Chairman. Then the strike was actual ly being guided and

directed by this group of CowiuQlsts? 

Mr. Zlok. That m th»lr desire, if they could. Many ttses 
it did not work out in that sanner, of course. 

Mr. Dofle. In othsr vords, they were seabers of the union? 

Mr. Ziok. Tes. 

Mr. Doyle. So these Comunists were agreeing in their 
Comunist Meetings as to what they would do as sembers of the 
union with reference to the strike, is that correct? 

Mr, Zlok. Tes, 

Mr, Doyle. Were most aembers of the Communist cell members 
of the union? 

Mr. Zlok. Zn the club I was in, I was the only member in 
the cell. We had menbers from 0,1, -~ Bob iilxon — a member 
from G.l. and a couple of people from various other shops. 

The Chairman. Do you remember them? Do you remember who 
they were? 

Mr. Zlok, If I only could. Art Cohen. 

The Chairman. So these people working in various industries 
were all members of labor unions, were all members of the same 
Party cell, were being given instructions as to what as Commun- 
ists to do in a labor activity, is that it? 

Mr. Ziok, That is correct. 

Mr. Doyle. Was Jim :5oore in that group, do you remember, 
Mr. Zlok? 

Mr, Ziok. Was Jim a colored boy? 
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Mr. Doyle. No, he m the U.S. official. 
Mrs. Zick. I recall that name. 

Mr. Zlck. Nov some names come back to me. Dominxck Sando 
Gigiavano. Bill Santoro was a U.E. organizer. Those are the 
ones vho come to my mind as I was talking. 

Mr. Doyle. May I inquire one little question. Did you in 
your Communist cell discuss or determine as far as you were con- 
cerned as Communists who would be the officers of the union? In 
other words, did you plan in your Communist cell anything in 
connection with the election of union officers? 

Mr. Zick. I am sure if it were a big enough group that 
would be done. 

Mr. Doyle. What big enough group do you refer to? 

Mr. Zick. If you had a club or a cell with many people in 
it from the same union and some were on the Executive Board and 
so forth, I am sure that they would push someone. 

Mr. Doyle. Why were you sure? Were they pushed by a person 
because they were a Communist on the Executive Board? 

Mr. Zick. That is right. 

Mr. Doyle. You mean they tried to get Communists in control 
of the union? 

Mr. Ziok. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. That was U.E., was it not, Mr. Zick? 
Mr. Zick. Yes. 

Mr, Arens. Our man in the Party now has covered that pretty 
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Tiie Chairman, Do you solemnly swear that the testimony 
you are about to give before this Subcommittee of the Committee 
on House Un-ikmerican Activities of the United States Congress 
will be the truth, the whole truth, and nothing but the truth, 
so help you God?

Mr, Arena, We have no further questions except to express 
the request If Mr, Zlck thinks of other facts, clrouastanoes, 
or people that were In the Party other than those that ve asked 
him about we would be obliged If he would drop us a line. 

The Chairman. Thank you very much, Mr. Zlck. 
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Mr. Arena. Tall us where you were born, please. 
MiM Heck. In Newark. 

Mr. Arena. Give us just a thumbnail sketch of your educa- 
tion, please. 

Miss Heck. I attended public schools in New York, the 
Walker Avenue School and at the South side High School in 
Newark, i have taken technical courses like typing and several 
college courses. 

Mr. Arens. What colleges have you attended? 

Miss Heck. I attended the extensions of New York University 
which were then in Newark. 

Mr. Arens. When was that, please? 

Miss Heck. The early 30 's, I would say. 

Mr. Arens. Did you complete your formal education with 
the extension courses? 

Miss Heck. Yes, I would say so. 

Mr. Arens. Now will you kindly tell us the principal 
employments you have had since you completed your formal 
education? 

(The witness conferred with her counsel) 
Miss Heck. I am going to refuse to answer that and I am 
going to refuse to answer It on the grounds that I do not under- 
stand the pertinency of the question or this whole Inquiry and 
I believe this committee's authority Is invalid under the First 
Amendment, and it does not have the right to subpoena people 
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and also on the basis of my privilege under the Fifth Amendment 
not to be a witness against myself. 

Mr. Arens. Are you right now a member of the Comnunist 
Party, today? 

Hiss Heck. I am going to refuse to answer that for the 
reasons that I gave before. 

Mr. Arens. How long have you been employed at your 
present employment? 

Miss Heck. About six months. 

Mr, Arens. Is It just office work for a private commercial 

firm? 

Miss Heck. That Is right. 

Mr. Arens. What was your employment Immediately prior to 
your present employment?

Miss Heck. I worked for a manpower agency which were 
just day, Incidental, jobs. 

Mr. Ar^nu, Was that a Federal agency? 

Miss Heck. No, sir; It Is a private commercial firm. 

Mr, Arens. What period of time were you employed there? 

Miss Heck, For about three months on day jobs. 

Mr, Arens, D^ay. typing Jobs? 

Miss H«ck. Yes. 

Mr. Arens. When did that employment terminate? 
Miss Heck, in December ollB57,. 
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Mr. .irens* Did you Imodlately tharMfter rMUM your 
present eoiployiiont? 

Ihat was your eiaployment prior to the Manpower agency 
employment? 

HlSE Heck* I worked for a firm In Boston. 

Mr. Arens; Over what period of time, please'' 

Miss Heck. I am going to have to try to remember this. 

Mr. Arens. Your best recollection.
